So me o f the 285 delegates 
felt that Pennsy lv ania shared as 
many ho no rs as any state in a 
co nv entio n which was pretty 
much cut and dried befo re it 
o pened last Mo nday . 
Others ex pressed disappo int­ 
ment that they had little to do 
with shaping the co nv entio n, 
that there was no ne o f the high 
drama o f the 1956 and 1960 gath­ 
erings in which Pennsy lv anians 
play ed leading ro les. 
- But all o f them believ ed that 
the ticket o f President J o hnso n 
and Sen. Hubert H. Humphrey 
wo uld run stro ng in Pennsy lv a­ 
nia. 
-Fo rmer Go v . Dav id L. Law­ 
rence and state chairman Otis 
B. Mo rse predicted President 
J o hnso n wo uld carry Pennsy lv a­ 
nia by a much higher margin 
than did the late President Ken­ 
nedy , who wo n by slightly less 
than 100,000 v o tes in 1960. 
Francis R. Smith, Philadel­ 
phia Demo cratic chairman, and 
Pittsburgh May o r J o seph Barr 
bo th said the state’s two largest 
cities wo uld impro v e o n big mar­ 
gins giv en to Kennedy . 
Ho wev er, leaders o f the state’s 
third largest area, aro und Scran­ 
to n and Wilkes-Barre — where 
Kennedy was ex ceedingly po pu­ 
lar-do ubted they co uld do as 
well. 
Patrick Melo dy , Lackawanna 
Co unty chairman, and Dr. J o hn 
L. Do rris, Luzerne Co unty Dem­ 
o cratic leader, said they ho ped 


to pro v ide margins o f abo ut 25 ,- 
000. In 1960, Luzerne Co unty 
gav e Kennedy 33,000 and Lacka­ 
wanna Co unty gav e him a 32,000 
lead. 
Barr and Mo rse said so me o f 
the state’s business leaders are 
switching their suppo rt to Pres­ 
ident J o hnso n. 
Harry Bo y er, president o f the 
state AFL-CIO and a delegate, 
said that labo r co uld no t hav e 
picked a better v ice presidential 
candidate than Sen. Humphrey . 
Because J o hnso n and Humph­ 
rey were no minated by acclam­ 
atio n no state gained precedence 
o n the flo o r. 
But many delegates po inted 
o ut that Lawrence, as chairman 
o f the co nv entio n’s credentials 
co mmittee, helped wo ric o ut a 
co mpro mise to prev ent a flo o r 
fight o v er the seating o f the Ala­ 
bama and Mississippi delega­ 
tio ns.

a r l i e r t h is w e e k we carried so me info r­ 
matio n o f passenger rail trav el which we 
fo und interesting. Ano ther v iew o f the same 
situatio n is taken by Do n E. Weav er, who ’s “ Fel­ 
lo w Citizen” co lumn appears in the Co lumbus 
.(Ohio ) Citizen-J o urnal. 
Writing under the headline “ Who Sho t the 
Passenger Train? ” , Mr. Weav er say s as fo llo ws: 
If city buses are hav ing difficulties, as we 
mentio ned here recently , the passenger trains 
are really in tro uble. 
Fifty y ears ago the friendly acco mmo da­ 
tio n train picked us up at the co untry statio n, 
to o k us to the co unty seat, o r to the State Fair, 
and bro ught us ho me again. 
But to day we driv e o ur cars o v er wo nderful 
highway s, o r ride big inter-city passenger buses, 
o r fly co ast to co ast by jet in a few ho urs. 
Can the railro ad passenger train surv iv e? 
Yes, if it gets a chance, say s J ames N. Sites, an 
o fficial o f the Asso ciatio n o f American Railro ads. 
He spo ke this week to the So ciety o f American 
Trav el Writers in Washingto n. 
It was Uncle Sam who sho t the passenger 
train. Railro ads o wn and maintain their o wn 
right-o f-way . They pay heav y tax es in ev ery 
hamlet, co unty , city and state thro ugh which 
they o perate. But go v ernment builds airpo rts and 
the ro ads fo r cars and buses. 
“ Co mpeting carriers may hav e pulled the 
trigger, but it was ex panding go v ernment pro ­ 
grams in their behalf which furnished and lo ad­ 
ed the gun,” Mr. Sites declared. “ It wasn’t the 
railro ads that abando ned passenger serv ice. It 
was the public.” 
A Public Utilities Co mmissio n hearing here 
in Co lumbus a few y ears ago was attended by 
meiny peo ple fro m alo ng a branch line o f a rail­ 
ro ad wanting to take o ff a passenger train that 
was running empty day after day . They were bit­ 
terly pro testing the remo v al o f the train. 
A railro ad lawy er asked fo r a sho w o f hands 
o f tho se who had co me to Co lumbus o n the train. 
No ne had. They all dro v e their cars. 
Mr. Sites po inted to a bit o f iro ny in Wash­ 
ingto n. Railro ads built Unio n Statio n with $3 2 
millio n o f their o wn mo ney . Abo ut the same 
amo unt was spent—o f go v ernment tax mo ney — 
to build Natio nal Airpo rt acro ss the Po to mac. 
Unio n statio n paid $3 78,000 in District o f Co lum­ 
bia pro perty tax es in 19 6 2

Mr. Sites sees a new era o f trav el by super- 
trains—if o ur go v ernment wo uld help o ur o wn 
railro ads as much as it do es tho se in o ther 
co untries. 
U. S. agencies, the Wo rld Bank and the Ex ­ 
po rt-Impo rt Bank hav e ex tended $2.8 billio n in 
lo ans and grants to build up railro ads abro ad. 
“ Wo uldn’t it be a wo nderful switch,” Mr. 
Sites said, “ if, instead o f rushing to the aid o f 
railro ads abro ad, o ur go v ernment did a little 
mo re to help them here at ho me.” 
In J apan, 125 -mph trains will fly alo ng a new 
3 20-mile line between To ky o and Osaka. 
A Trans-Euro pe Ex press (TEE) with mo d­ 
em streamliners co nnects 70 cities in western 
Euro pe. 
The U. S. has so me crack trains to o , mo stly 
in the West The 3 1-ho ur v istado me ride fro m 
Denv er—^thro ugh Mo ffat Tunnel, the go rge o f 
the Co lo rado Riv er, the sand hills o f Utah and 
Nev ada and the Feather Riv er Cany o n to San 
Francisco —is a delightful ex perience. 
There are many co mmuter trains In o ur 
bigger cities, and Co lumbus may use the netwo rk 
o f railro ad tracks fo r lo cal mass transpo rtatio n 
so me day . 


The Euro pean rather than the J apanese pat­ 
tern is mo re practical fo r a U. S. train rev iv al. 
Trans-Euro pe Ex press uses ex isting lines 
and equipment o f sev en co -o perating railro ads. 
TEE is giv ing the planes a run fo r the mo ney . 
The secret is lo w co st. Euro pean trains aren’t any 
better o r faster than American trains. 
“ But in Euro pe go v ernment-o wned railro ads 
are o perated at an av erage o v erall deficit o f 20 
per cent,” Mr. Sites said. They pay no tax es. U. S. 
railro ads no t o nly must pay all their o wn ex ­ 
penses but also as much as 10 per cent o f their 
take in tax es. 
What do American railro ads need to keep 
the trains running? 
Put all carriers o n an equal co st and tax 
basis, say s Mr. Sites. Eliminate pro perty tax es 
o n railro ads. If airpo rts, highway s and water­ 
way s aren’t tax ed, why sho uld railro ads be? 
Free the railro ads fro m co stly o utdated 
rules and labo r co nditio ns. Let them rid them­ 
selv es o f unused serv ices so they can giv e go o d 
passenger serv ice where it will be used, at prices 
that will attract custo mers. 
The railro ads want to giv e serv ice that can 
co mpete in the jet age. But they must be giv en 
the chance.

Polls show LBJ Well Ahead 


ATLANTIC CITY—Best present hand ed 
Ly nd on Johnson on his 56th birthd ay was 
not the Presid ential nomination which was 
a foregone conclu sion, bu t a series of con­ 
fid ential polls showing that it will be ex ­ 
tremely d ifficu lt for Barry Gold water to 
d efeat him. 
The equiv alent o f these po lls are also 
In Go ldwater’s hands and are the chief 
reaso n the Republican candidate has been 
making so many mo v es to appease the 
mo derate wing o f the Republican party 
and to get the natio n to fo rget his v iews 
o n ex tremism. 
The polls tak en by the White Hou se 
hav e been cond u cted priv ately , in con­ 
ju nction with certain states, with both the 
national and state Democratic organiza­ 
tions splitting the cost. In general the re­ 
su lts coincid e with the resu lts of nationally 
pu blished polls. 
Ev en if the polls are fiv e per cent off, 
the max imu m that the ex perts believ e pos­ 
sible, Johnson is still safely ou t in front. 
In Republican Maine, fo r ex ample, po ll- 
taker Oliv er Quay le fo und the sentiment 
ninning almo st 7 to 1 fo r J o hnso n. Un­ 
believ ing, he sent his po llsters back to 
check again. They came up with these 
co nfidential results: J o hnso n, 70 per cent, 
Go ldwater 12 per cent, with 18 per cent 
undecided. 
Qu ay le su bmitted the resu lts to the 
White Hou se with this firm comment: “We 
hav e check ed and d ou ble-check ed for some 
error in ou r work in this set of figu res. 
There is no error.” 
The wo rst sho wing J o hnso n made In 
Quay le’s quiz was in Indiana. Here, the 
careful po ll-taker fo und J o hnso n leading 
Go ldwater by o nly 
51 to 35 per cent with 
14 per cent undecided. Leav ing o ut the 
undecided v o te, this gav e the President 
a 56-to -44 lead. 
In his confid ential report to the White 
Hou se, Qu ay le commented : “The story in 
Ind iana is that, at 56 per cent, the Presi­ 
d ent is still well ahead and fu ll 11 points 
ahead of the 45 per cent scored here by 
(Jie late Presid ent Kenned y . Again, this 


was before the showd own In the Gu lf of 
Tonk in. There is ev ery lik elihood that the 
Presid ent can pick u p 13 electoral v otes 
in Ind iana that Mr. Kenned y d id not. 
“If he can hold his present lead here, 
he will prob.ibly also get 26 more d enied 
Kenned y in Ohio, 10 in Wisconsin, and 26 
that Mr. Kenned y v ery nearly lost in 
Illinois.” 
Quay le made careful surv ey s In two 
o ther states where Alabama Go v erno r 
Geo rge Wallace made a stro ng sho wing 
in the Demo cratic primaries. 
In Mary land , Qu ay le fou nd the Presi­ 
d ent ru nning 60 to 24 per cent ahead of 
Gold water with 16 per cent u nd ecid ed . 
Cou nting the “u nd ecid ed ” as they v oted in 
1960, Johnson held 
a 69-to-31 lead . 
In Wisconsin, the Presid ent led Gold ­ 
water 53 to 35 per cent with 12 per cent 
“not su re.” With the u nd ecid ed d istrib­ 
u ted as they v oted in 1960, Johnson’s mar­ 
gin was 59 to 41. 
Observ ed Quay le: “ It sho uld be re­ 
membered that Mr. Kennedy ’s run In Wis­ 
co nsin was six po ints o ff his Mary land 
run. Wisco nsin is no t as co ngenial terri­ 
to ry , and a Demo cratic candidate fo r Pres­ 
ident sho uld no t be ex pected to do as well 
as in Mary land. 
“In this contex t, we wou ld call the 
Presid ent’s 59 per cent a v ery solid lead . 
“The u nd ecid ed v ote is smaller than in 
Mary land , and he shou ld be able to mak e 
this lead stand u p between now and Nov . 
3. That there has been a slight Johnson 
slip since the Repu blican conv ention has 
been reported in national polls and is con­ 
firmed here. Bu t the position is still v ery 
good . . . 
“ In Mary land last September, Kennedy 
led Go ldwater with 62 per cent o f the 
v o te, and J o hnso n is sev en po ints stro nger 
to day . If the Republicans can clo se ranks, 
and It mo st be assumed this has already 
happened to so me degree, then Go ldwater 
will acquire greater strength. But the 
President no w has 60 per cent o f the v o te 
fn hand against Senato r Go ldwater, and 
sho uld be able to make this stand up.” 


From New York to Hawaii, the resu lts 
nre ev en more encou raging for Johnson 
and d iscou raging for Gold water. Qu ay le 
fou nd New York v oters, for ex ample, lined 
u p 60 per cent for Johnson to only 22 per 
cent for Gold water with 18 per cent u n­ 
d ecid ed . The resu lts in Hawaii were al­ 
most ex actly the same: 60 per cent for 
Johnson, 23 per cent for Gold water, 17 
per cent u nd ecid ed . 
A poll cond u cted In Otsego Cou nty !n 
u pstate New York by Prof. Bernard John- 
pall of Hartwick College, chairman of Re­ 
pu blicans for Johnson, shows that the 
v oters are two to one for Johnson. 
It was these lopsid ed polls that finally 
alarmed Gold water into coming to terms 
with the Repu blican liberals whom he 
spu med in San Francisco. 
Nev ertheless Democrats at Atlantic 
City remember the d ay s of Dewey com­ 
placency . They are ru nning scared . 
Tex as Gov ernor John Connally ha s 
told the Presid ent flatly that he is in 
d anger of losing his home state to Sen. 
Barry Gold water . . . New Jersey Demo­ 
crats are d isgru ntled ov er the poor show­ 
ing of Sen. Harrison Williams in the poli­ 
tical polls. “How can a man be Senator 
for six y ears,” gru mbled one d elegate 
priv ately , “and hav e fifty per cent of the 
people in the state u naware of who he 
is?” . . . Sen. John Pastore wrote his fiery 
k ey -note speech himself. This was one he 
d id n’t tu rn ov er to his speech writer, Tom 
Meehan . . . Party giv er Perle Mesta’s 
hand y man d ropped in the Food Fair su per­ 
mark et in Margate, sou th of Atlantic City 
d u ring conv ention week to pick u p a few 
ex tra groceries. He walk ed ou t with ov er 
a d ozen sack s fu ll. The bill: $200 . . . 
Singer Ed d ie Fisher’s mother came to 
.Atlantic City not to attend the conv ention 
bu t to be at the opening of her son’s show 
at the 500 Clu b. On opening night, Perle 
Mesta sat at the table nex t to the singer’s 
mof^er. Du ring the applau se she leaned 
ov er and whispered to his mother: “I lov e

Reality Arrives at Last 


ATLANTIC CITY—If there is any common d enominator 
of apprehension at this generally smu g conv ention, it is that 
Ly nd on Johnson may hav e formed the habit of try ing to 
slid e ov er things too long. 
No bo dy , when the pro ceedings started, co nsidered there 
were any real sto rm clo uds o n the ho rizo n. The arguments 
o v er seating the legally elected Mississippi delegatio n o r 
“ dislo y al” members o f the Alabama delegatio n wo uld be 
settled in due co urse by Hubert Humphrey in his new ro le 
o f pacifier. The image o f Ly ndo n J o hnso n, as the man who 
“ met fo rce with fo rce” in the Go lf o f Tcmkln, wo uld stand 
np thro ugh Senato r Pasto re’s key no te speech and bey o nd. 
Then, fo llo wing the cho ice o f Vice President, the sho wing 
o f the J o hn F. Kennedy film, and the co ro natio n o f LBJ in 
his o wn right, the happy delegates co uld stage a Bo ardwalk 
bash (the fashio nable wo rd fo r wild celebratio n) in ho no r 
o f the President’s Aug. 27 birthday and go ho me. It wo uld 
be all the way with LBJ fo r the U.S.A. (Hey , hey ). 
Unhappily , the real world at this conv ention has intru d ­ 
ed . It intru d ed —ju st a bit—in the embattled shapes of Bir­ 
mingham’s Bu ll Connor and the ADA’s Joseph Rau h Jr., 
who, recalling the antagonistic co-operation between the 
rhinoceros and the tick bird , brou ght the reality of the Sou th 
into the conv ention hall ante-rooms. The LBJ theory was 
that an all-white Mississippi d elegation cou ld be seated this 
time, with a promise that in 1968 things wou ld be d ifferent. 
The Sou th, accord ing to the LBJ thesis, is ev olv ing; the Bu ll 
Connor ty pe has all bu t d isappeared from ev ery Sou thern 
state ex cept Mississippi and Alabama, and in fou r more 
y ears it will not be coming to national conv entions from 
any where. So why hav e a fu ss now ju st to satisfy Joseph 
Rau h Jr. and his little band of wilfu l men? 
Well, the reality o f co lliding fo rces in Mississippi fo rced 
a co mpro mise. It was a teensy -weensy o ne, to be so re, but 
It was just eno ugh to remind v o ters that Demo erats do hav e 
pro blems In the So uth that may spiU o v er fro m Alabama 
and Mississippi to take v o tes away fro m LBJ . 
The pictu re of the Presid ent who had the commies 
fighting a losing battle all ov er the world after fou r Ken­ 
ned y -Johnson y ears was su av ely presented on the opening 
night of the conv ention by Key noter Pastore and by a ju­ 


d iciou sly ed ited film that d istribu ted praise ju st abou t eq u al­ 
ly between JFK and LBJ. 
Bu t came the d awn and the d elegates wok e u p to learn 
that the regime of General Khanh in Sou th Vietnam was tot­ 
tering. Bu d d hists and stu d ents had forced the strong man 
to rip u p a new constitu tional prov ision that had giv en him 
d ictatorial power to cope with national emergencies. And in 
the Congo, Tshombe had been compelled to hire mercen­ 
aries—some of them from apartheid Sou th Africa, no less— 
to k eep Commu nist-back ed tribesmen from ov erru nning 
the eastern prov inces of a cou ntry that has alway s been 
held together by baling wire. 
The labor bosses at their head q u arters in the Hotel 
'Tray more hav e been work ing q u ietly to help bu ild u p the 
LBJ image for the battle against Barry Gold water. Bu t 
reality intru d ed in the shape of news from Detroit of a 
threatened au tomobile strik e to match the strik e that has 
alread y closed d own the Detroit newspapers, and sou nd 
tru ck s went u p and d own Atlantic City streets d emand ing 
civ il rights for Teamsters whose lead er, Jimmy Hoffa, was 
pictu red as being cru elly persecu ted by Bobby Kenned y . 
Thou gh it wou ld hard ly bother Atlantic City , where the d iet 
in the fancier restau rants ru ns to flou nd er stu ffed with crab- • 
meat, Mid d le Western d elegates had the news of the liv e­ 
stock d eliv ery strik e in Iowa, Wisconsin, Nebrask a and 
Illinois to bother them. 
Finally , an asto unding “ Reader’s Digest” acco unt o f 
the Bay o f Pigs by a Cuban undergro und leader. Dr. Mario 
Lazo , hit the stands at Atlantic City at almo st the v ery mo ­ 
ment cho sen by the platfo rm co mmittee fo r the release o f 
ts do cument bearing o n the J FK-LBJ reco rd in fo reign af­ 
fairs. Delegates who had been to ld abo ut a gro wing pen po r­ 
trait in the “ Digest” o f Co nnecticult’s Senato r To m Do dd, 
who was still ho ping fo r the Vice Presidentiai lightning to 
strike, co uld hardly hav e missed Dr. Lazo ’s allegatio ns that 
it was Kennedy and Dean Rusk, no t the men of the CIA o r 
the Pentago n, who had watered do wn the who le inv asio n 
plan at a last fatal mo ment. 
So reality has stirred at least some apprehension at 
a 
generally roseate conv ention. LBJ had better allow for it, 
lest he pu ll the sort of rock that ru ined an ov erconfid ent 
Tom Dewey in 1948.

IS IT possible for a pregnant woman with a fibroid o f 
the uterus to have a normal delivery? The answer is yes. 
depending upon the size and location of the tumor. These 
lesions (myomas) often decrease fertility and increase the 
chance of premature delivery. 
On the other hand, they do not interfere with labor o r 
delivery of the baby unless a large growth near the opening 
of the uterus is obstructing the passageway. In such in­ 
stances, caesarean section is required. 
Fibroids are benign gi’owths made up of uterine muscle 
tissue. At least 20 per cent of women over 35 years of age 
have one or more, frequently without symptoms or knowl­ 
edge of their existence. They may be tiny or large enough 
to fill the abdominal cavity. Some are round, others are ob­ 
long or knobbed. They may protrude into the cavity of the 
uterus, whereas those near the surface bulge outward, giv­ 
ing the organ a nodular appearance. 


Fibroids become bigger gradually; it may take five 
years to grow from the size of an olive to that of an orange. 
The first waniing is likely to be a change in the menstrual 
pattern; the period becomes prolonged and the flow pro­ 
fuse. Pain seldom occurs unless these tumors press on 
nearby structures. 


A pelvic examination is needed to make the diagnosis. 
Many physicians also recommend a D & C to determine 
whether symptoms are due to cancer or other disorders. 
Removal of the uterus is suggested, especially when the 
myomas are large and the woman has had her family or is 
approaching the menopause. Oniy the fibroids are carefull 
dissected away from the uterine wall when the victim is 
young and willing to take her chances on getting pregnant 
and carrying the child to full term. 


J. H. tv. writes: What can you tell me about a valve 
that closes, which prevents entry of food to the stomach? 
REPLY —Thickening, or spasm, o f the cardia (entrance 
to the stomach) is a troublesome co nditio n. There is no dif­ 
ficulty in swallowing except that the fo o d sticks in the lo wer 
part o f the esophagus. The v ictim o ften learns that drink­ 
ing liquid will help solids to pass thro ugh the narro wed 
opening. But in time liquids become just as difficult to 
swallow as solids. Emotional tensio n and stress usually ag­ 
gravate cardiospasm. When sedativ es fail to co ntro l the dis­ 
o rder, a mechanical dilator must be passed. 


Mrs. J. writes; A 1-year-old boy has a protruding navel 
cau.sed by hernia. Can this be cured without an operation? 
REPLY—Umbilical hernias in children usually heal by 
the second birthday. If they are large and do no t heal within 
• to 9 months o f continuous strapping, surgery may be in­ 
dicated. 


A. M. writes: Is it normal fo r the perspiratio n o f an 8 - 
year-old girl to have an odor? 
REPLY-It is unusual unless the girl is appro aching 
puberty and the apo crine glands are beco ming activ e. Clean­ 
liness go es a lo ng way because mo st o f the o do r is due to 
bacteria o n the mo ist skin.

Defense Secretary Robert S. 
McNamara held a news confer­ 
ence July 7 to announce his cost 
reduction program has saved 
$2.5 billion last year.

GAO accountants also 


produced three additional re 
ports pointing out where what 
they called sloppy supervision 
on the part of commanders had 
reduced the combat efficiency 
of four spot-checked units, in­ 
cluding an antiaircraft missile 
base. 
After examining 66 armored 
personnel carriers and cargo 
trucks belonging to the .30th In­ 
fantry Regiment in Germany, 
the GAO found 216 major de­ 
fects and 2,300 less serious ones. 
The GAO checked out the 
maintenance on the reconnais­ 
sance and liaison aircraft of the 
1st and 2nd Armored divisions 


at Ft. Hood, Tex., and found it 
so poor that “ the combat readi­ 
ness of these divisions was im­ 
paired.” 
Poor maintenance, said the 
GAO, was the primary factor in 
the crash and total loss of a 
$200,000 aircraft. 
At an unidentified antiaircraft 
missile base somewhere over­ 
seas, the GAO reported the 
management of spare parts was 
.so inefficient that $.30 million 
worth of missile gear was ino­ 
perable. 
As for the other GAO reports, 
they include such findings 
these: 
as 


—The Army wasted $1..3 mil­ 
lion buying utility caps which 
cost $1.08 each and required 
special laundering, whereas the 
Marines and Seabees were buy­ 
ing 57-cent utility caps which 
could be washed under any cir­ 
cumstances. 
—At the U.S. Army Engineer 
depot just outside Seoul, Korea, 
was $376,000 worth of unneeded 
spare parts and the depot was 
in the process of ordering $101,- 
000 more stock it didn’t need. 
—Further, the Korean depot 
had suffered a $12.6 million in­ 
ventory loss which it hadn’t in- 
vesligated.

ATLANTIC CITY, N. J . (A P)—Sen. Hubert Humphrey, 
more than any other Democrat in sight, can match Presi­ 
dent Johnson in ceaseless energy and working with Con- 
gi’ess. 
It was hardly a co incidence that J o hnso n, w ho Wednes­ 
day night to ld the Demo cratic co nv entio n he wanted the 
Minneso ta senato r fo r his v ice presidential running mate, 
let this be kno wn earlier in the week: 
If elected, he wants to make more use of his vice presi­ 
dent than any president ever did. Humphrey is a real pro in 
government. Even the Republican leader of the Senate, 
Everett M. Dirksen of Illinois, called him “ the most profes­ 
sional of professionals.” 
Humphrey has extremely broad support among Demo- 
crat.s across the country, although not so much in the South 
which remembers he was the one who led the 1964 Civil 
Rights bill to passage in Congress. 
Last J uly the .Asso ciated Press co nducted a natio nwide 
po ll amo ng delegates to this co nv entio n o n their v ice presi­ 
dential preference. Humphrey to pped the list. 
By waiting until the last ininule to reveal his choice of a 
partner in this year’s campaign, Johnson was able to sound 
out opinion and see what groups wanted him to pick the 
man to ride with him. 
Organized labor backs Humphrey. Negroes trust him. 
He is a shining figure to liberals. Dirksen called him the 
“ modem liberal,” a phrase which may look simple but isn’t. 
Where so me co ngressio nal liberals appear inflex ible In 
demands and po sitio ns, Humphrey witho ut sacrificing prin­ 
ciples is willing to co mpro mise o n issues to get at least part 
o f what he urges. 
He wasn’t always that w'ay. When he first came to the 
Senate in 1949 he w'as the arch-type of the inflexible liberal, 
both brash and talkative. He is still talkative. But otherwise 
there is a difference, as he explained: 
“ If I believe in something, I will fight for it with all I 
have. But I do not demand all or nothing. Professional lib­ 
erals want the fiery debate. They glory in defeat, a sort of 
political masochism. 
“ The hardest j 
>r a politician today is to have the 
courage to be moderate. It is easy to take an extreme posi­ 
tion.” 
Befo re Humphrey , no w 53, came to Co ngress he was 
state directo r o f war pro ductio n and training in Minneso ta 
during the war, was an assistant directo r o f the War Man­ 
po wer Co mmissio n, and became may o r o f Minneapo lis 
w'here he set up the first municipal peace-time fair emplo y ­ 
ment practices co mmissio n. 
When he first came to Congress 15 years ago he antag­ 
onized southerners and was treated as an outsider by what 
is called the Senate “ Establishment” but now is a respected 
member of the “ Inner Club.” 
He and Johnson, both arriving in the Senate in 1949, 
have been friends since. It was Johnson who got Humphrey 
on the Senate Foreign Relations Committee in 1953. He has 
been on it since, and steadily active in foreign affairs. 
He had an eight-hour interview with Premier Khrush­ 
chev in 1958 and brought back one of the earliest indications 
the Russians and Red Chinese might split. 
No o ne perhaps deserv es mo re credit fo r the nuclear 
test ban agreement signed with the So v iet Unio n in 19 63. He 
had wo rked fo r it fo r sev en y ears befo re then, amid great 
indifference mo st o f the time. 
He set up and headed the Senate’s disarmament sub­ 
committee and fathered the U. S. Arms Control and Disar­ 
mament Agency. He has traveled abroad and had a par­ 
ticular interest in Latin America. 
In 1960 he introduced a bill to establish the Peace Corps 
months before Sen. John F. Kennedy advanced the idea in 
the 1960 presidential campaign. Kennedy established the 
corps after becoming president. 
Humphrey has been equally activ e in do mestic pro b­ 
lems. The first bill he intro duced as a brand new senato r 
was o ne to pro v ide medical care fo r the aged thro ugh So ­ 
cial Security . He put the same bill in y ear after y ear. It’s 
still an unsettled issue but has J o hnso n’s backing. 
His biggest achievement, perhaps, was getting through 
Congress this year’s civil rights bill, the strongest measure 
of its kind in this century. 
When Johnson signed it into law and addressed the na­ 
tion about it, he gave Humphrey a copy of his talk and on 
the back wrote this note: “ To Hubert Humphrey—without 
Wh o m it co u ld n ’t h av e h ap p en ed .”

There is a certain amount of 
ambiguity attached to the term 
"safety play ." 
Sometimes 
It indicates a 
manner of play whereby declar­ 
er can assure himself of the 
loss of no tricks in a given suit 
if he handles correctly the com­ 
bination of cards in his own 
hand and dummy ’s. 
Thus, If declarer has A-Q-9- 
8-2 and dummy has K-10-5-4, 
he can protect against the loss 
of any tricks In the suit by first 
leading the ace. Now, even if 
It turns out that either oppo­ 
nent was dealt J-8-7 -6, declarer 
wins five tricks by taking the 
Indicated finesse against the 
Jack. Had declarer first led. the 
king from dummy , he would 


lose a trick if his left-hand op­ 
ponent started with the four 
missing cards. 
Sometimes the safety play is 
employ ed when declarer is will­ 
ing to concede one trick in a 
suit, perhaps unnecessarily , be­ 
cause he wants to be certain 
not to lose two. Thus, with 
A-10-9-3-2 facing K-8-5-4, he 
may lead the two and, if the 
nex t play er follows low, play 
the eight This method guards 
against the possibility of losing 
two tricks if either defender 
was dealt Q-J-7 -6. 
Another ty pe of safety play 
is directed not so much to the 
problem of how to deal with a 
particular combination of cards 
in a given suit as it is to the 
q uestion of how to deal with 
the play of the entire hand. 
Today ’s hand offers such an 
illustration. Declarer wins the 
diamond lead, cashes the king 
of hearts, and play s another 
heart. When West follows with 
the eight, the nine is finessed. 
Declarer does not ex pect the 
nine to win—he double-finesses 
because by doing so he assures 
the contract. If East wins the 
nine, declarer becomes assured 
of four heart tricks and the 
contract. The safety play hap­ 
pens to result in an overtrick 
for declarer. Without It, though, 
he would go down. 
OrdinarUy , in most hands, de­ 
clarer would finesse dummy ’s 
Jack as the most lucrative play 
in the long run, but the safety 
play is Invoked In this deal be­ 
cause it guarantees three no- 
trump.

ERIE - Port Director Ned V. 
Collander has announced that the 
Erie Port Commission is mak ­ 
ing available, for the first time, 
a long-term stevedoring lease to 
operate the Port of Erie’s mod­ 
em Duquesne Marine Terminal 
beginning April 1, 1965. 
SELECTION OF the success­ 
ful bidding firm is expected to 
be made before November 30 of 
this y ear, and the lease will be 
effective April 1, when the firm 
will assume operations at the 
Duquesne Terminal. The current 
lease with Western Stevedoring 
Company expires March 31, 
1965. 
In requesting inquiries, Col­ 
lander declared that “the Com­ 
mission’s program is based on 
the terms of a recent Pennsy l­ 
vania law which permits estab­ 
lishment of long-term leases for 
progressive shipping terminals 
and it is consistent with long 
range development plans map­ 
ped for the Port of Erie several 
y ears ago.” The Port Director 
emphasized that “the length of 
the lease will largely depend up­ 
on the ability of the lessee to 
provide 
efficient 
professional 
operations of the Terminal, plus 
the lessee’s willingness and com­ 
mitment to offer capital im­ 
provements at the Port.” In con­ 
nection with the latter, the Port 
Director noted, “We are already 
nearing completion of the tw'O- 
million dollar East Bay land­ 
fill project which will add new 
cargo facilities and business ex­ 
pansion potential to the Port, 
and stevedore firms bidding for 
the lease will have an option on 
East Bay project facilities. A 
full review of this phase, along 
with other relevant data, will be 
distributed to bidders who re­ 
quest our prospectus which the 
Commission will mak e available 
by Sept. 30. 


AT PRESENT, the Duquense 
Marine Terminal encompasses 
more than 60,000 square feet of 
modem sprink lered warehouse 
space, and is serviced by com­ 
plete and readily accessible rail 
and truck ing facilities. Operat­

What’s more, say s the Colum­ 
bia Broadcasting Sy stem, if it 
doesn’t come out right, they ’ll 
pull out of the whole affair. 
J ust what prompted the meet­ 
ing is questionable. 
The Yankees, in a formal 
statement, said Topping “ wish­ 
es to make it knowm that Presi­ 
dent Cronin has acceded to his, 
request that a meeting be called I 
to resolv e any possible doubt as I 
to the v alidity of the transfer. 
And, in Chicago, Arthur Ally n, | 
president of the White Sox and 
an outspoken critic of the sale, 
suggested 
the 
meeting 
was 
called as a result of a telegram 
he had his lawy er send to the 
American League counsel, Ben 
Fiery . 


J oe Cronin, American League 
president who had once declined 
to call such a meeting, said it 
was his own idea. 
“ I feel it is in the best interest 
of the league and of all its mem­ 
bers that such a meeting be 
held,” he said Thursday . 
The meeting is set for Sept. 9 
in Boston. At issue is (1) the 
sale of 80 per cent of the Yank­ 
ees — for four decades the dom­ 
inant team in baseball — to CBS 
for $11.2 million, with option to 
buy the rest in fiv e y ears, the 
sale to become final in Nov em­ 
ber, and (2) the constitutionality 
of the conditions surrounding 
the sale, which hav e been ques­ 
tioned by Ally n and Kansas City 
owner Charles 0. Finley , the 
only dissenting owners in the 
American League, 
The sale was approv ed by 
eight of the 10 league members 
in a telegraphic poll conducted 
by Cronin. Finley and Ally n 
hav e contended that a meeting 
should hav e been called to dis­ 
cuss the sale. 
Ally n, Finley and scores of 
Columinsts, newspapers and na­ 
tional magazines hav e decried 
the sale as putting CBS — as a 
telev ision network and baseball 
owners — in the position of both 
a buy er and a seller. The sale 
also had drawn attention from 
the U.S. Congress as a possible 
v iolation of the anti-trust laws.
